It's funny how you can go along for years think you know what modes 'A' and 
'B' mean, but when you try to verbalize it you realize you have no idea. 


About 15 years ago I spent maybe two years of hobby time programming a 
sophisticated keyer. (No time for ham radio--I'm doing my keyer!) It had 
more feature creep that Microsoft Office and I ended up with about a pound 
of assembly code. I came up with the timing rules on my own, but now I 
guess it was mode B. Per my old dusty article, it went like this-- 


"Some keyers don't give you enough time to get off the paddle before the 
next 

element latches in, so you might send "1" when you meant "J". Others have 
the opposite problem. I put a lot of thought into this before starting and 
decided on this scheme: I divided each element of Morse time in half. If 
you're squeezing both paddles, you have until the second half of the 
current 

element (dot/dash) before the opposite element latches in. If you have one 
paddle closed, the same element will latch in if you still have it closed 
after the first half of the following inter-character space. I think this 
scheme gives the keyer a pretty good feel." 


Wait a minute. In your mode B description, when does another element latch 
in if you're holding a single paddle? Second half of the current element? 
Maybe my keyer was class AB. Or even AB1? 


It did feel good, but it wasn't real smart of me doing all this programming 
on a soon-to-be orphaned 8-bit computer instead of on something like a 
microcontroller. I immodestly believe it was the first keyer that you 
could control from the paddle in Morse. At least the first other one I 
heard of was the Super CMOS, which came later. The Super CMOS is my 
favorite these days though. It doesn't misfire like my various built-in's 
do.

I have used 
commerical power supplies so long I didn't know the 
noise wasn't suppose to have been there... When my 
mail Astrin power Supply failed one morning I hooked 
up a DC battery pack and I couldn't believe the 
difference in how quiet the receiver was... After 
getting the Astron back on line I heard this much 
annoying background noise which I always thought was 


band conditions or some such thing.... I switch back 
to the battery pack and no noise !!!! Back to the 
power supply, noise.... The noise sounds like 


background noise, not at all noticeable on strong 
stations, but on extremly weak stations just above the 
noise line the noise being generated will cover 
them.... I tried other power supplies and have the 
same results, some a little more or less than others, 
but back to the battery pack "no noise".... It does it 
on all commerical radios too... I Broadcast Band DX 
also with car radios set up and tune the AM bands the 
noise appears there on these radios too... But the 
thing that got me was I didn't know the signal could 
have been any quieter.... But it is with the battery 
pack... I have tried all types of grounding, choke 
coils on the input leads and output leads, even more 


Capacitance at the Power supply's output terminal, all 
of which hasn't got it as quiet as a battery pack 
yet...

DSW Owners 


A long time ago, I administered a group-buy of surface-mount inductors which 
can be used to modify DSW rigs so they receive on the opposite sideband. 

I ve just been reminded by an e-mail inquiry that I still have a few left. 
The modification requires soldering one inductor onto the bottom of the 
board across C14. A surface-mount inductor allows the job to be done neatly 
and conveniently. Let me explain in some detail. 


A number of years ago, I was alone on a remote wilderness winter trek. The 
story is told, not completely accurately, in L. Peter Carron Jr. s book, 
Morse Code: the Essential Language, p. 1-6. Here s the real story: I rode 
on a float-plane to a spot near the head of Pitt Lake, a glacier- gouged 
fjord north of the lower Fraser River in British Columbia. I snowshoed up 
into the Five Fingers Range. During my second night, it began to snow 
heavily. The new snow created obvious avalanche conditions, so I retreated 
the next morning. By the time I had returned to the shore of Pitt Lake (one 
of the very rare tidal fresh-water lakes in the world), the continuing 
snowfall had changed to rain. The temperature was barely above freezing. I 
was completely soaked through and very cold. I had a good-quality winter 
tent made of Gore-Tex. My main Polarguard sleeping bag was quite wet, but 
inside the wet bag was a pile sleeping bag liner, which got me through the 
night. I was camping near where the float plane was scheduled to pick me up 
three days later. I had cached a swimming-pool-style toy inflatable raft. 
In that situation, the raft was useless. Had I actually tried to use it, I 
would have risked capsizing and compounding my hypothermia problem. I 
couldn t raise anybody with my Icom 2AT on two meters. I had left my 


Ten-Tec Argonaut and a 12-V alkaline lantern battery on the lakeshore in a 
garbage bag, since it was too heavy to lug up into the mountains. I hadn t 
packed a microphone with it, but I did have momentary switch to use as a CW 
key. I was worried that I may not last three days until my float-plane 
pick-up appointment. So, I strung a 20-m dipole over some bushes and 
retreated into my tent with the Argonaut. I d been trained to always write 
out a message in the standard ARRL form, most especially in an emergency 
situtation. 


With the written message in hand, I turned on the Argonaut and started 
tuning up the CW band. Nestled in that fjord, I couldn t hear a single CW 
signal. Finally, when I reached 14.140 MHz, the Trans-Canada USB calling 
frequency, I heard a YL s voice. I started pounding out the dreaded SOS SOS 
SOS de VE7CKF, etc. Almost immediately, Jean Ness, VE6BLIJ, who had been 
talking with a ham in Vancouver, came back, asking me about my emergency. I 
sent the formal message addressed to the float plane company in CW. She 
relayed the message on USB to the Vancouver operator, whom I could hear, but 
who couldn t hear me. He then telephoned the float plane company. About 90 
minutes later I heard the plane, flying just above lake level under the low 
ceiling in the rain. I grabbed my gear, abandoning my 20-m dipole, and 
boarded the float plane. 


Ever since that day, I have been concerned about making sure that the HF 
gear which I take into the wilderness be capable of operating on an entire 
amateur band AND be able to receive USB on the appropriate sideband. As 
designed the DSW rigs meet the first requirement, but they require the 
one-inductor modification to meet the second. 


The Elecraft K1, an otherwise excellent CW rig, only receives LSB, and mine 
covers only about 172 kHz of any band. So, I carry a sideband-modified DSW 
for backup. The elegant Elecraft K2 offers full-band coverage and can be 
set to receive either sideband while in CW mode, but, like the old Ten-Tec 
Argonaut, using it for backpacking would be a stretch. 


For the DSW-80 and DSW-20, an 8.2-uH inductor is required. For the DSW-40 
(or the DSW-30, although I see no need to modify that rig), a 15-uH is 
needed. I have three surface-mount inductors of each value remaining from 
my original group buy. The cost is $3.00 including shipping to the U.S., or 
CAN$5.00 for shipping to Canada. Please send me a personal e-mail request 
first before sending the cheque. If requests greatly exceed my supply, then 
I 1l ask another DSW owner to organize an encore group buy. 


Owners of the DSW-80 and the DSW-40 may wish to opt out of modifying their 
rigs to receive LSB. The reason is that the time/frequency standard station 
in Canada, CHU, transmits on 3330 kHz, 7335 kHz and 14 670 kHz, all well 
within the receive capability, respectively, of the DSW-80, DSW-40 and 
DSW-20. CHU transmits UTC time with anouncements every other minute in 
English and in French. On all three frequencies the emission used by CHU is 


AM-compatable upper sideband, with the carrier reinserted. That means that 
you can detect it properly with either an AM or a USB receiver, but not with 
an LSB receiver. DSW-20 owners need to make the USB modification to receive 
CHU on 14 670 kHz, as well as to receive and operate cross-mode with USB 
stations within the 20-m amateur band.

I first noticed 
the problem when I was using a long wire with a tuner...as soon as the SWR 
got close, the sidetone went away. Same thing happens with a resonant 
dipole. Any suggestions?

Hello Bruce, 


I'm sure other owners have and will continue to modify their DSW's for SSB 
reception following your lead. Quite a nice deal for $3.00 and no doubt 
appreciated. 


There is another passband/sideband mod for the DSW/SWL family as reported 
in WA8MCQ's column in the October 1996 issue of QQ. N4LH offers an easy 
non-surgical solution that by-passes the xtal filter. By tack-soldering to 
the top leads, RFC1 and R1 (smokestack mountings) are simply shunted 
through a .01 bypass capacitor to a toggle switch. 


My modified DSW-20 does three useful things: 

1. Opens up the passband to hear stations responding slightly 

off-frequency to a CQ. An audio filter following the IF strip continues to 
provide some useful filtering. 

2. Provides for general listening, i.e. SSB reception. 

3. Provides "poorman's passband tuning" by allowing access to either sideband. 
Having started off hamming with a DC receiver, switching sidebands manually 


is not a big deal. This procedure does take a little practice as the fine 
tuning rate of the DSW with RIT engaged requires several turns of the knob. 


The mod has saved a QSO here and there by going around persistent QRM. 


While a bit primitive, one nice thing about this change is it can be easily 
removed without altering the board.

This is a completely unofficial posting since I am no longer administering 
the QRP Hall of Fame program of the QRP ARCI, but thought I'd better put out 
a heads-up since I haven't seen anything on either mail reflector yet. 


The January issue of the QRP Quarterly is hitting the streets and it has the 
call for nominations. Although no timetable or deadlines for submission of 
nominations is given, it does mention that inductees (if any) will be 
announced at Dayton as usual, so that gives you a pretty good idea of how 


tight things are going to be. (The January issue came out extremely late due 
to a combination of factors, one of which was being between editors.) 


I have no idea what deadline they are going to use, but if they do things 
the same way as in the past there will probably be a short period of maybe a 
week for discussion of nominees, then a vote, and then someone has to get 
plaques made to take to Dayton. If you are interested in nominating someone 
for possible induction into the QRP Hall of Fame, my personal recommendation 
would be to get it submitted within, say, the first couple of weeks of April 
to be safe. 


(Voting is done by the board of directors and officers plus the people who 
were inducted in the two previous years. At one time all HoF members were 
allowed to vote if they wished, but as the numbers grew that got to be 
pretty cumbersome. A 2/3 vote is required for induction.) 


The item in the January issue said to send nomination letters to the 
secretary / treasurer, Mark Milburn, KQOI, preferably by e-mail: 
kqOi@arrl.net. (Do not send them to me; I did that in a past life, but I 
asked them to get someone else to do it this time.) 


You can surf over to the QRP ARCI web page at 

http: //www.qrparci.org/arcihof.htm and get some more info on the QRP HoF. It 
includes a list of the 25 people who have been inducted already, so you 
don't have to reinvent the wheel and nominate someone who was inducted four 
or five years ago :-) It also gives some guidelines on writing up a 
nomination letter. 


BTW, although the QRP Hall of Fame is an honors program administered by the 
QRP ARCI, membership in the club is not required to be inducted nor does one 
have to be a member to submit a nomination. Anyone can nominate anyone, 
whether a member or not. 


Second disclaimer--I apologize if this has already been announced on QRP-L 
and GQRP-L, but if it was I missed it. (I don't get to check them every 
day.)
